The State De- 
partment thus far has received no of- 
ficial information of such recognition 
by any Latin American countrv. 


WATCHING MEXICO.

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The Geary-Street Scheme. 


Each 
successive development 
has 
m'ade it 


clearer that the Geary'street scheme is but an- 
other phase of the so-called graft prosecution. The 
people behind the one are the same as those 
behind 
the 
other. 
The arguments in behalf 


of the Geary street proposition are the same sort 
of specious pretenses that -were set up in defense 
of the malodorous practices of Heney, Burns et al. 
There are the same appeals to passion and p'reju- 
dice and class feeling; the same spirit of vindict- 
iveness is exhibited, showing that the motive and 
the object of attack are the same. 


The advocates of the scheme have 
practically 


ignored the business side of the proposition. 
For 


rational argument they have substituted clamor- 
ous denunciation. Everything possible is done to 
obscure the issue and distract attention from the 
obvious demerits of the scheme. 
The objections 


advanced by the commercial bodies and the fed- 
erated improvement clubs are carefully concealed 
from the public so far as the newspapers advocat- 
ing the scheme are able to do so. The bare facts 
are not even presented for popular consideration. 


But out of the cloud of outrageous misrepre- 


sentation this 
unanswered question insistently 


projects itself: Is this a good thing for the city? 
The attempts to show that it is are mere special 
pleas put forward in rancorous terms and bitter- 
ness of spirit, which ignore the vital aspaats of 
the proposition. Xo consideration is givep to the 
physical and financial conditions to be encoun- 
tered. The chief justification urged is that it will 
injure the United Railroads. The still greater in- 
jury it will do the city is not given a thought. 
Public interests are disregarded entirely. 


Yet it is as plain as a pikestaff that voting the 


Geary street bonds will not remedy any of the 
grievances against the United Railroads. It will 
not give the city the additional transportation 
facilities so urgently needed. It will not provide 
for the extensions into new territory and the ad- 
ditional cross-town lines so necessary »inder ex- 
isting conditions to the building up of the city. It 
will not give the city a mile of new track nor de- 
velop a new route of travel. It will not give the 
business men and residents along Geary street the 
transfer facilities they reqiu're. 
It will do noth- 


ing to obviate the transportation difficulties unde: 
which San Francisco now labors. 


In short, it was presented in a spirit of malice 


and is pursued in folly. 


The San Francisco _ Grand Jury has discovered 


that the Police Commission has been paying debts 
of the graft prosecution by illegally creating of- 
fices and increasing salaries. The City and County 
Attorney has been instructed to begin suits to 
compel a return to the city treasury of the money 
illegally paid out. 
Among the offices created in 


violation of the charter is "hostler'' of the Police 
Department at a salary of $150 a month. Charles 
Skelly. secretary of the Police Commission, had 
his salary irregularly increased from $125 to $'200 
a month. Skelly o\ved his place originally to for- 
mer Mayor Schmitz, but ingratiated himself in 
the favor of the graft prosecution by becoming a | 
witness against his former patron. He has been 
kept in office ever since by the Spreckels-Phelan 
influence, and some months ago his salary was 
increased in violation of the provisions of the 
charter. 
But what's the charter betwixt friends? 


Death of a Good Citizen. 


In the death of George W. McNear Oakland 


has lost one of its best and most progressive citi- 
zens. 
He has been closely identified with the 


city's development for a quarter of a century or 
more and has materially contributed toward its 
progress. 


McNear was one of the pioneers in the intro- 


duction and improvement of the electric street 
railway system in this city. His faith in electric- 
ity as the Doming motive power for street rail- 
roading was demonstrated wh'en he assumed the 
chief financial responsibility of building an elec- 
tric street railway uniting Oakland and Berkeley 
twenty years ago, at which time electric traction 
had not been established anywhere in the United 
States on a profitable basis. The correctness of 
his judgment and the keenness of his 
foresight 


has since 'been amply vindicated. 


For a great many years McNear has also been 


largely concerned in the banking interests of 
Oakland. As a large property-owner he has al- 
ways been actuated by a spirit of progress and 
some of the more important buildings in Oakland 
today are the result of his enterprise and the fruits 
of his faith in the city's future greatness. 


As a man of large affairs McNear was a power 


in the business circles of San Francisco as well as 
of Oakland. 
He was a man of tireless energy, 


clear foresight and sound judgment in everything 
he undertook. 
Withal he was as a citizen quiet 


and unobtrusive in all his business and private re- 
lations, and in all the walks of life he displayed 
the highest qualities of good citizenship. 
While 


lit had through the infirmities of old age with- 
drawn for the past year or two largely from the 
activities of business, his death creates a void in 
the two cities in whose business affairs he ex- 
erted a great power and influence. 


This year Savannah has taken rank as the sec- 


ond cotton exporting port in the world, passing^ 
New Orleans, which has, for the moment at least, 
fallen to third place. Galveston is still far in the 
lead as a cotton exporting city. But Savannah 
owes her advance to the large cotton crop in 
Georgia and South Carolina, while Xew Orleans 
exports have declined because of the heavy crop 
shortage in the territory of which she is the out- 
let. 
New Orleans is the principal port of ship- 


ment for Mississippi. Arkansas, Louisiana, East 
Texas and Western Alabama, and in all that 
region drought cut the cotton crop short. 
But 


Georgia 
raiM'd a crop approximating 1,900,000 


bales and South Carolina nearly 1,100,000 bales. 
But for the heavy mill consumption in that region 
Savannah v/ould this year ha\e crowded Galves- 
ton closely for first place as a purt of foreign ship- 
ment. 


In Mexico Zelaya still claims to be President of 


Nicaragua, which indicates that he regards his ex- 
pulsion from power as only temporary. He says 
he has no feeling against Americans, but he tells 
a grotesque lie about marines from the American 
warships fighting in the ranks of the revolution- 
ary army. 
According to his statement, twenty 


American marines were found among the dead 
after one of the battle?. Of course this is a base 
fabrication. 
It is given out for the purpose of 


making the people of Mexico and other La«in- 
American States believe the United States gov- 
ernment is surreptitiously giving military aid to 
the revolutionists.. It is a demagogue's appeal to 
the passion and prejudices of his race in the hope 
of recovering the hold he has lost on a people he 
' has plundered and whose government he has cor- 
rupted to an incredible extent. 


Commander Peary has kept his mouth closed 


about Cook since the University of Copenhagen 
repudiated him. It i<; a pity Peary did not put 
himself under the same restraint from the begin-! 
ning. Had he done so he would today occupy a 
much higher place in public estimation than he i 


Dredging Assured. 


That the channel in Oakland harbor will be 


deepened to thirty feet at low tide is practically 
assured. 
Colonel Riddle's official report to the 


War Department is particularly favorable to the 
improvement which he heartily recommends. 


Long before the bond election was called Col- 


onel Biddle had given public warning that Oak- 
land could not expect the Federal government to 
spend any more money to improve the harbor un- 
less it utilized the improvements already made. 
The -warning was effective and it doubtless had a 
great influence in carrying the water front im- 
provement bonds. Since the bonds were voted 
Colonel Biddle has freely stated that he would 
recommend the fullest development of the harbor 
to fit it for the future uses of commerce, 


The dispatch announcing the submission of 


his report to the War Department shows that 
Colonel Biddle has not only kept faith by recom- 
mending that the harbor channel be dredged to 
the thirty-foot low water line, but he speaks in 
glowing terms in his official report about the fu- 
ture prospects of the harbor. That the report will 
be approved by the river and harbor board and by 
the Chief Engineer of the United States Army 
goes without saying. 
We can also trust to Con- 


gressman Knowland that the appropriation recom- 
mended by Colonel Biddle to carry out the im- 
provement will find a place in the river and harbor 
bill, and that Senator Perkins will see to it that it 
remains in the bill when the latter reaches the 
Senate. The work of deepening the channel will, 
therefore, progress concurrently with the building 
of the wharves and docks by the municipality, so 
that when the latter are finished commerce will 
be able to utilize them without delay. 


Daniel E. Hayes, the last of the three founders 


of the Fulton Iron Works—Hinckley, Spear & 
Hayes—died in San Francisco on Christmas Day 
at the age of 72 years. 
Mr. Hayes was formerly 


one of the best known citizens of East Oakland, 
v, here he was long a resident. He was besides an 
inventor of fire department apparatus which made 
his name famous all over the country. 
During 


his residence in Oakland no citizen was more high- 
ly respected and no man engaged in business in 
San Francisco was held in higher esteem by all of 
his friends and acquaintances and business associ- 
ates. 
Besides being prominent as an iron manu- 


facturer, -covering a period of over forty years, 
the deceased was largely interested in the Ken- 
nedy mine in Amador county, of which he was 
president, and from which he made a large for- 
tune ; also a director of the JMjll Valley and Mount 
Tamalpais Scenic Railway, \vith which he had 
been identified from the start, and, for the past 
twelve years was a member of the Board of State 
Prison Directors, a position for which he was pe- 
culiarly fitted by natural temperament. He died 
in the fullness of years; but in his death the State 
has lost one of its best citizens.

With unleavened pleasure we learn that Andrew 


Carnegie, Thane of Skibo and Librarj- Giver Ex- 
traordinary, is recovering from his recent injury. 
It would be a profound pity should Mr. Carnegie 
by accident fail to die in honorable poverty. 
He 


announced some years ago that he deemed it a 
disgrace for a man to die rich. We trust that he 
will live long enough to divest himself of the in- 
qjimbranco. on. his reputation, but-not long-enough. 
to feel the-pangs of penury,

NEED RECRUITS 


Students of Eastern Colleges 
Subscribe Liberally in Main- 


taining Missionaries 


ROCHESTER, New York, Dec. 30. — 


The report of the executive committee 
of tho Student Volunteer increment of 
Foreign Missions, at prewnt In session 
In this city, set forth that the primary 
and permanent function of the movement 
Is that of a recruiting agency seeking to 
enroll a sufficient number of well quali- 
fied volunteers to meet the requirements 
of the mission boards of North America. 


The best evidence of the efficiency and 


power of the Student Voiunteer Move- 
ment is the number of sailed volunteers. 
At the Toronto convention In 1902 It was 
reported that 760 volunteers had sailed 
during the preceding four years. In tho 
quadrennlum following the Toronto con- 
vention and ending with tho Nashville 
convention In 1906, 1000 volunteers Balled. 


Duringr the four years which have since 


elapsed, ending with the Rochestf-r con- 
vention, 1283 volunteers have sailed, or 
nearly 300 more than for the quadren- 
nium ending with the Nasnvllle conven- 
tion. 
. The total number of volunteers who 
have sailed since the beginning of the 
movement in 1886, 
Is 4346. 


STUDENTS GIVE LIBERALLY. 


Another test of the rising tide of prac- 


tical missionary Interest among students 
Is the increase in their missionary giv- 
ing. 


At Nashville It was reported that the 


students of North Amerka were con- 
tributing $80.000 a year to missionary ob- 
jerts. 
They are now giving $127,000 a 


yeir toward such objects, or an Increase 
in four years of nearly slxtv per cent. 


There are literally scores of colleges 


and schools each supporting entirely or in 
large part its own representatives on the 
foreign field. 
The students of Yale head 


tho list at present with their contribu- 
tion last year of fully $10,000 to mission- 
ary objects. 


Among women's colleges the students 


of Vassar made tho largest contribution, 
having given last year $3383. 


The past four years havo been a rec- 


ord breaking period In the promotion of 
mission study among students. 
In the 


ye ir preceding tho Xashvi le convention 
th.'re were 1049 mission study classes in 
institutions of higher learning In the 
Ut Itotl States and Canada. 


I^ost year there were 2084 
In tho year 


before the Nashville convention the to- 
tal number engaged in mission study was 
12.629. During the past year It was 25,- 
20S. 
The number has doubled In four 
i cars. 


VOLUNTEERS NEEDED. 


Tho most Important concern of the 


Volunteer Movement and its friends Is 
to augment greatly, probal ly to double. 
tho number of well-equipped volunteers 
who con in tho Immediate or near fu- 
tuie press out to the mission fields. 


Today throughout the entire Far East, 
l nil the principal parts of the Near 
East, such as Turkey an-1 Russia, in 
Southern Asia, in 
the 
East 
Indies, 


thioughout the larger part of tho African 
continent, and even in' parts of Latin 
America, the Christian church faces noth- 
ng less than an acute- and momentous 
:rl5is. 
This crisis can be met only by 


the sending out of a larger number than 
capable and well furnished missionaries. 


On the home side we. aro subject to 


the growing pressure, of t'»» expanding 
ability of tho church to s'nd forth an 
army or workers, primarily is a result of 
.he uprising of Christian laymen In tho 
"jnvmcn's Missolnary Movement, not 
to 


speak of tho various forward movements 
n some of tho Christian communions 
and of tho very effective work of the 
Yo'ing People's Missionary Movement in 
the Sunday schools and iimonpr the large 
"umbers of other young people.

THE ASSESSMENT DISTRICT. 


Tn this resolution a district comprising 


approximately sixty blocks, which will 
be directly banenteid by the proposed pub- 
lic improvement, has been defined, as an 
assessment district, which shall be taxed 
to pay the cost of acquiring1 tlie private 
property necessary to carry It out. This 
district IB embraced within the following 
lines: 


Prom the Junction of Twelfth street and 


Kast Lakeside boulevard, alonff the east 
line of the latter to East Eighth streef 
to the center lino of East Eighteenth 
ptreet and Seventh avenue, to a point 
fifty* feet east of a line of Bast Eleventh 
street, thence parallel with East Elev- 
enth street to the westerly line of Thir- 
teenth avenue, thence to the nouthwest 
corner of East Eleventh ami Thirteenth 
avenue. 
The line then cuts Irregularly 


through seven blocks to the northwest 
corner of Sixth avenue and East Eighth 
street; 
then 
embracing 
the territory 


known as the Sessions basin. It follows 
East Eiirhth rtreet westward to the east 
side of the north arm of the estuary, and 
then extends northward to the point of 
begii-nlng.

Quay- case and a case from Oregon 
the principle was laid down by the 
Senate that such recess appointment 
held only until the next session of the 
Legislature met and organized. 
In 


other words, that as soon as the Leg- 
islature was organized and ready for 
business the temporary appointment 
of a Senator was ipso facto vacated. 
It does not hold until the Legislature 
elects for the unexptred term. 


Under these conditions it will not 


be possible for Gordon to be sworn 
In. 
The Senate will »ot resume Its 


sessions until January 4 and the Leg- 
islature of Mississippi will meet at 
noon the same day. 
As it is already 


organized and ready for business the 
Interpretation of the Federal consti- 
tution makes Gordon's term- expire at 
the hour of the meeting of the Legis-' 
lature. 
Senator McEnery said flatly 


that the Senate will not permit Gor- 
don to take his seat.
